Dr. Brougher Tells of Early 
Influences of the Man 
Who Baptized Him

in which rested the body of Dr. 
J. 
Herndon G arnett, for many years pas­ 
tor of the First Baptist Church. 
Rev. Mark B. Shaw of San B ernar­ 
dino, associated with Dr. Garnett in 
the years 
of 
Ilia 
pastoral work in 
Southern California, offered the open­ 
ing prayer, feelingly' thanking God for 
the life that had now gone from earth, 
tile life so sym pathetic and helpful,, 
and asked that the famliy be led on by , 
its influence. 
Spencer McKern, a mem ber of the 
B aptist Church during Dr. G arnett’s 
pastorate, sang ’Plains of Peace,'' that 
Dr. G arnett had especially enjoyed 
hearing him sing in the days of their 
issociation together. 
Rev. Otto S. Russell, 
pastor, 
con­ 
ducted the services and said in part: 
Details of Life 
Dr. J. Herndon G arnett was horn 
December 12, 1854, t h e 'youngest son 
of a large family of Thomas Garnett 
and Lucy Herndon Gordon. 
Ile had 
his early training in a C hristian home, 
‘•'rom his m other’s re.lgious teaching 
and training in Christ he came into 
the church at the age of ll years, 
r'oor health interfered with his college 
work both in Richmond, and Columbia 
md W illiam Jew ell college. 
He was m arried in October, 1878, to 
Tulia Dunham, whom he 
met 
at 
a 
church where he was preaching, tills 
diurch being 
supplied 
by 
student 
preachers. Four children were born to 
this union, Jewell, who died in infan­ 
cy, Eva, who died at the age of 15, 
Mrs. Lowell Robbins anil Mr. Carle­ 
ton G arnett. 
He is survived by his 
wife, his daughter, Lowell, and son, 
Carleton. 
His pastorates were Boonville, Cam­ 
eron and Springfield. M issouri; Dixon,! 
Oakland, San Jose, Los Angeles, Santa 
Ana and Orange, Cal. 
He departed this life on January 7,1 
191?:* 
He came to the B aptist church at 
Dixon, Cai., in 1883, where he had a 
very successful pastorate, this bein g , 
‘erm inated by accepting the call to 
the church in 
Oakland. 
H ere 
the 
church building was completed and a 
splendid work done in building up a 
strong church. 
From this pastorate 
he became the editor of the Herald of 
Truth, the Baptist state paper. 
This 
>aper was enlarged in every way and 
changed from a bi-monthly to a week- 
’y. 
Giving up the work as editor he 
went back into the pastorate. 
A friend has said. "As a w riter he is 
never dry. 
His editorials 
are 
fresh, 
•risp, alm ost epigram atic. 
In theol­ 
ogy he is sound and firm, though nev- 
•'r dogmatic, nor narrow ly sectarian. 
He is a shrewd observer of men. and a 
close student of the popular fallacies 
as well as Hip just judgm ents of the 
most advanced thinkers of Hie age. 
•'His genial disposition, urbane m an­ 
ners. strong sym pathy for the weak 
and needy, excellent social qualities, 
supreme honesty, irreproachable char­ 
acter. all combine with Ills ability to 
make him a genial favorate with the 
people 
and 
a 
m arked man among 
men.” 
As his pastor I ran truthfully say 
he was an inspiration to me, rarelj 
ever missing a service in the church 
coming at tim es when I knew he wa; 
not at all well. Indeed. I did not know 
him in his days of strength, but can 
easily believe all that has been said 
of him in the foregoing is more than 
true.
